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3 convicted on 
racket charges

Madison Alderman Ronald 
Grzywacz, suspended Madison 
police sergeant Richard 
Krieshok and former Madison 
policeman Edward Goclan were 
convicted by a federal jury 
yesterday in Alton on charges of 
racketeering and perjury. 

Sentencing is set for Aug. 25. 
The three remain free and in- 
dicated they plan requests for a 
new trial, and appeals. 

After two hours and 15 
minutes of deliberations, in- 
cluding time to eat box lunches 
in the jury room, the panel of 
seven women and five men 
returned the verdict of guilty on 
all counts against the three. 

They were charged with 
accepting bribes and favors 
from taverfi owners in Madison 


to “tolerate” late closing hours 
and prostitution, and with lying 
to a federal grand jury in 
Springfield investigating the 
allegations late last year. 

The prosecution also 
presented witnesses who 
testified that Grzywacz, while a 
Madison officer between 1970 
and 1974, alsO a@cepted payoffs 
from taverns and tow truck 
operators in Madison County, 
outside of the city limits, in- 
cluding the Club J near Fair- 
mont City and Myrene’s 
Steakhouse near Alton. 

The owners of both thase 
taverns admitted on the witness 
stand that they allowed 
prostitutes to operate from their 
taverns while making payoffs to 
Grzywacz, who said he took the 
payoff money to Madison 
County Sheriff John Maeras. 


Grzywacz contended that he 
had been working for Maeras, 
conducting an undercover in: 
vestigation of payoffs to 
deputies, and then taking all the 
money collected to the sheriff 
for evidence. 

Maeras would not support 
Grzywacz’ claims when asked 
by the FBI and IRS and he 
refused to testify during the 
trial, saying he would invoke his 
Fifth Amendment rights 
against possible _self- 
incrimination, if called by the 
prosecution or the defense. 

Maeras’ chief of field 
operations, Capt. John Cooper, 
likewise announced he would 
use the Fifth Amendment, if 
called to testify during the 
seven-day trial. But both were 
allowed to make their an- 
nouncements outside of the

The bond ordinance provides 
that the bonds will he retired

Mayor cites 
concern over 
federal grant 


Mayor Mike Sasyk of 
Madison, one of those 
questioned last week during a 
federal trial in Alton, said 
Wednesday he regrets the 
impact of news articles about 
the trial, and fears it may ad- 
versely’ affect city-federal 
commercial redevelopment 
projects. 

Acknowledging that as liquor 
commissioner he had revoked 
the liquor license of a tavern 
and then sought to block sale of 
the establishment, Mayor Sasyk 
said he delayed the sale because 
one of the potential buyers was 
believed to be a vice procurer 

The mayor pointed out that 
the trial testimony of a tavern 
proprietor followed the mayor’s 
appearance on the witness 
stand, and that he thus was not 
given an opportunity to voice a 
rebuttal of her statements. 

Some tavern owners have 
testified that they made weekly 
cash payments to certain police 
at various times to obtain 
lenience on closing hours and to 
avoid harassment. Three for- 
mer officers have been the trial 
defendants. 

Mayor Sasyk has denied there 
was any conflict between his 
role as liquor commissioner —

$895,890 for mall,

‘Community Development 
fund grants totaling $895,890 
have been allocated to Quad- 
City municipalities and 
townships in the first phase of a 
new three-year development 
program financed with federal 
monies.

City not interested 
in Lakeside plans

The Granite City Council 
Wednesday night turned 
thumbs down on a proposal that 
the city participate in a plan to 
acquire Lakeside Airport on 
Route 111 south of State Aid 
Route 35 and develop it into a 
commercial airport facility. 

The council — with 11 of the 14 
aldermen present — voted 
unanimously in favor of a 
motion that a request by the Tri- 
Cities Area Chamber of Com- 
merce that the city help develop 
the airport to serve this portion 
of the Illinois metropolitan area 
be denied. 

The motion came from 
Alderman Paul R. Bowler of the 
Seventh Ward, chairman of the 
council's Planning and Zoning 
Committee which had been 
assigned as a special Airport 
Committee to study the 
proposal. 

Bowler said the committee — 
which includes Aldermen Sam 
Whitmer and Roy Poulos — 
decided in a meeting Wed- 
nesday evening prior to the 
regular council session that the 
proposal should be turned down 
because of the large investment 
that would be involved at a time 
when the city already is com- 
mitted to several major un- 
dertakings. 

In presenting the motion, 
Bowler told the council, ‘‘There

is a considerable amount of 
money involved. The chamber 
has said a feasibility study 
would cost $5,000. To acquire 
the land ((Lakeside Airport) 
would take about $1 million, 
part of which might or might 
not be financed by the govern- 
ment. 

“We (the city) would have to 
put up the money to buy the 
Jand, and then apply for a grant. 

“Even if we received an 80 
percent grant, we still would 
have to provide about $200,000 of 
the land cost. 

“There would be another 
$600,000 involved in con- 
structing facilities to operate 
the airport. This is proposed at 
a time when we are committed 
to other major projects such as 
the downtown overpass. 

“The committee suggests 
that the city deny the Cham- 
ber's request that we take ‘part 
in the project and that it pursue 
other channels,"’ Bowler con- 
cluded. 

There was no discussion of the 
motion and it was approved on a 
voice vote. 

The airport proposal was 
advanced by the Airport 
Committee of the Chamber of 
Commerce, headed by Dr. 
Donald Coleman, suggesting 
that the airport facility be 
developed on the basis of a 
feasibility study.

Three hurt in 
auto accident 


Bill Tindall, 46, of 64

He said sarcastically that 
Grzywacz was ‘‘a great :police 
officer, out gathering eviden- 
ce,” who turns it over to the 
sheriff, with no receipts, thus 
breaking what is legally known 
as “the chain of evidence.” 

In any trial, he said, it is 
essential for everyone who 
handled evidence to sign 
receipts to show the evidence is 
intact. 

Turner contended that any 
money turned over to Maeras 
would be ‘worthless evidence, 
if evidence,” since Grzywacz 
could not testify in court that it 
was the same money he 
received from taverns or tow 
truck operators, without 
receipts. * 

Carmen Durso, attorney for 
Goclan, likened the government 
prosecution to a cannon, 

“They shoved everything 
they could find down the barrel, 
aimed it at Grzywacz and hoped 
some of the shrapnel will hit the 
other two defendants,” he told 
the jury in his closing 
arguments. 

Lawrence Flemming, 
Krieshok’s attorney, compared 
the government's evidence to 
attempting to fire a missile at a 
jet fighter, that had just 
released a fake or “drone” 
plane, which looks the same on 
radar. 

The missile then chases the 
drone while the “bad” fighter 
gets away, he said. “I really 
wonder if this isn't what we've 


got here. 

“The U.S. attorney's office, 
the IRS, the FBI, the grand jury 
and all of the resources of the 
US. government going out after 
the drones,” he said before the 
jury. 


In his closing arguments, 
London said, “Grzywacz is the 
man responsible for our being 
here.” He said Grzywacz was 
responsible for ‘shaking this 
little playpen Mayor (Mike) 
Sasyk (of Madison) and Sheriff 
(John) Maeras had going for 
them.” 

He said that Grzywacz was 
not satisfied with resigning 
from the police department 
after the Big Jenny’s Little 
Place raid, but.then ran for 
alderman and was elected ‘in 
Mayor Sasyk’s council.” “He 
contended Sasyk then began 
lining up opposition for 
Grzywacz. 

“We have seen evidence of 
who controls every tavern in 
this community — the liquor 
commissioner (Sasyk) who has 
a vending machine concession 
in each one. 

“Who is Sasyk's friend? 
Maeras. He (Sasyk) was his 
(Maeras") campaign 
manager,” London stated. 

He noted that a letter among 
the evidence, signed by Maeras, 
said Grzywacz was free to 
discuss with the IRS an un- 
dercover investigation he was 
conducting for Maeras. 

“Not one witness denied 
Grzywacz was collecting money 
during an investigation for the 
sheriff. Maeras and Cooper had 
details. 

“The testimony is 
unavailable,"’ he stated.

Burns “‘figured prominently” in

prosecution to testify. “By not 
calling , they denied you 
evidence,” London told the 
jury. 

London alse told the jurors he 
understood they were 
suspicious of Grzywacz, Goclan 
and Krieshok “the day you 
walked into the courtroom. This 
is human nature. You must set 
aside this suspicion and say, 
‘Has it been proved?’ 

“How easy it is to be 
suspicious of police officers. 
Most people don’t like police 
officers, until they need them. 

“Cops all over are watching 
this case. If you convict these 
men, you let (prostitutes) and 
politicians run their playpens. 

“Sasyk and his cohorts put 
together enough to create 
suspicion. There is a cancer 
growing in your community, 
and if you put away these cops 

. that cancer will grow and 
there's going to be celebrating 
in city hall tonight, 

“The Kitty Youngs and 
Myrene Stuarts (admitted 
former prostitution operators) 
and politicians want to go on 
their merry ways. It’s up to you 
to get rid of these people and 
people like them,” London told 
the jury before its deliberations. 

Turner countered, saying, 
“The defense hinted at a grand 
conspiracy involving Sasyk, 
Maeras and Grzywacz which 
happened to pick up Goclan and 
Krieshok as well. If there was a 
local conspiracy, wouldn’t it be 
logical they would take it into 
the local court? It doesn’t make 
any sense.” 

He cited several witnesses, 
‘not believed to be political allies 
ofSasyk, who offered evidence 
hagmful to the defendants. 

Recalling former Madison 
Police Chief Frank Dutko’s 
testimony, Turner said it was 
very difficult for Dutko to 
testify against the defendants, 
since they were his friends. “He 
was not part of a Sasyk-Maeras 
conspiracy,” the assistant U.S. 
prosecutor added. * 

He said Frank and Norma 
Bosworth testified against the 
three on trial and noted, 
“Norma has no grand feelings 
for Mayor Sasyk. Would she lie 
as a favor to this man?” 

Turner reminded the jury of a 
tape recorded conversation 
between Grzywacz and Club J 
operator Walter Young, which 
was played during the trial. It 
quotes Grzywacz as saying, 
“All the officers got money, 
booze and women from Big 
Jen's." 

Later in the taped con- 
versation, the voice said to be 

acz stated, “I been on 
both erids of that ..."” 

He also quoted the voice on 
the tape as saying, ‘Someone is 
going to have to pay me for 
what 1 know."” 

Turner concluded the 
presentations to the jury by 
saying, ‘The (Madison) city 
evidence is overwhelming. All 
three lied to the grand jury 
about it. 


Earlier in the closing 
arguments, Fleming made an 
imnpassioned plea for the jury 
members to study — their 
prejudices and consider the 
importance of their decisions on 
the lives of the defendants and 
their families. 

Fleming said the name of the 
case, “United States versus 
Richard Krieshok”’ (actually all 
three) showed “overwhelming 
odds.” 

He said the government had 
many powers the defense did 
not have, including the grand 
jury, which has broad powers to 
subpoena and _ investigate 
personal matters; the 
prosecution’s power to grant 
immunity to some witnesses; 
the power of the FBI, IRS and 
U.S. attorney’s office, and “all 
of the resources of the U.S. 
government.” 

Fleming contended all of 
those resources, in an 
investigation which “dragged 
on’’ for four years, looked into 
the sheriff's department and 
finally focused on “three or- 
dinary policemen," indicting 
them. 

“They stripped them of their 
privacy, even looking into their 
financial affairs, to gain 
evidence on the sheriff's 
department.”” 

Fleming said he was con- 
cerned the jury would “see 
something wrong. You don’t 
know what, but one way to stop 
it is to convict these three cops. 

“That would be a gross 
miscarriage of justice. Liberty 
is fragile. The greatest saving 
feature is you, the jury. 

“What you do today will have 
a profound impact on Richard 
Krieshok, his family and their 
way of life, the rest of his life,” 

Durso contended there ob- 
viously was a conspiracy 
proven by the trial, but he 
contended it was a conspiracy 
of witnesses ‘who testified on 
behalf of the government.” 

He contended the government 
produced ‘‘a steady stream of 
witnesses saying, ‘Oh, yes, I 
recall this conduct, this con- 
versation.’ Several recalled 
things the night before the trial. 
A week before the trial.” 

He pointed out that many of 
the details witnesses recalled at 
the trial had not been told to the 
FBI in 1974 or the grand jury in 
1977 

Durso labeled the ‘suddenly 
recalled new facts’? as ‘‘con- 
venient recall,"’ and alleged the 
testimony “is an afterthought 
An obvious attempt to fabricate 
evidence against Goclan. They 
lean over backwards to conjure 
up something against Goclan 
that never occurred.” 

Durso told the jurors that if 
they believe the witnesses 
against Goclan, ‘We all just fell 
down the same hole that Alice 
(in Wonderland) did. It's fan- 
tasy.”" 

Turner countered, saying all 
witnesses for the prosecution 
are interviewed extensively 
prior to the trial and many 
recall details they had © not

Wednesday’s closing 
arguments and jury 
deliberations followed a day of 
rest for the jury and trial 
participants on July 4. 

On Monday, the jury was not 
called in unti] 11:15 a.m. and 
there was less than one hour of 
testimony, which concluded 
both the prosecution case and 
the defense. 

The prosecution ¢alled only 
one witness Monday, former 
Madison Chief of Police Frank 
Dutko, whose testimony was 
interrupted when he became 
emotionally upset and on the 
verge of tears. 

Dutko recalled that shortly 
after the Big Jenny's vice raid 
in 1974, he went to the home of 
Madison Police Sgt. William 
Papa and unexpectedly found 
Krieshok there. 

Dutko testified he asked 
Krieshok what the allegations 
were about and he told the jury, 
“T was really hurt.” 

At that" point, Dutko was 
unable to continue his testimony 
and held up a finger, requesting 
a moment to regain his com- 
posure. Judge J Waldo 
Ackerman. ordered a_ brief 
recess in the trial and 
prosecutor Cass Weiland, who 
had been questioning Dutko, 
accompanied Dutko outside the 
courtroom. 

After the recess, defense 
attorney Fleming demanded to 
know why Weiland had ac- 
companied Dutko outside of the 
courtroom and asked if any 


“improper prompting of the. 
witness” had occurred during 


the recess. = 

Weiland agsured Judge 
Ackerman he had only “com- 
forted'’ Dutko, and the 
questioning resumed. 

Dutko said he and Krieshok 
had known each other all their 
lives and described them as 
“very close friends."” 

The former chief testified that 
when he saw Krieshok in Papa’s 
home, he asked Krieshok, 
“Rich, whatdid you do?” Dutko 
testified Krieshok responded, ‘I 
don't know how I got mixed into 
this thing. What I got out was 
just peanuts.” 

Under crass-examination by 
Fleming, Dutko said he visited 
six or seven taverns suspected 
of having paid officers and told 
the owners, “If I found out any 
officers involved, I would go for 
their jobs and the tavern 
license.” 

He said he called the three 
officers who allegedly took 
kickbacks into his office and 
asked each to prepare his own 
report on what happened the 
night of the Big Jen's raid. 

Asked if he was satisfied with 
the three reports, Dutko stated, 
“No, sir.” He did say, however, 
that his investigation showed no 
evidence from the tavern 
owners to support any kind of 
criminal prosecution. 

Fleming noted Dutko never 
told the FBI or grand jury about 
the meeting with Krieshok at

Papa’s home and did not 
mention it during a meeting 
with defense attorneys the 
night before his testimony. * 

Madison police Sgt. William 
Fanning was in the witness 
room Monday and observers 
said he may have been a 
potential witness regarding the 
conversation between Krieshok 
and Dutko.

The judge also told the jury, 
that Sheriff Maeras, Cc and 
Mrs. Jenny Huey were “‘not 
available by no fault of either 
the defense or the prosecution 
and you need not concern 
yourselves and may not draw 
any inference therefrom.” 

Ackerman released the jury 
for deliberations at 1:15 p.m. 
with instructions for the 
foreman to again read the 
lengthy legal instructions to the 
jury before the balloting. 

Box lunches were brought in a 
short time after the 
deliberations began and the 
jury returned at 3:30 p.m. with 
ils verdicts. 

After the jury conviction was 
announced, defense attorneys 
said they plan to ask Ackerman 
for a new trial.

As they approach adulthood, 
young people must learn. about 
a new stage in life, make long- 
term decisions and make new 
adjustments. 

Parents have a role in these 
changes, but usually from a 
background position. 

The tendency is to push, to try 
making decisions for them, or to 
do for them. Allowing them to 
step out into the unknown and 


manage problems on their own 
is not easy. 

The best way for parents to 
help is to be available for 
talking things over, to suggest 
alternatives, and to offer both 
emotional support and in- 
formation as needed. 

Each emerging adult must be 
allowed to resolve each task and 
each problem for himself or 
herself. 

The late adolescent of 18 to 21 
or 22 years old is faced with five 
main tasks: 

—Selecting and preparing for 


an initial kind of job or career. 

—Desiring and achieving 
behavior acceptable to society. 

—Developing mature moral, 
ethical, social, economic and 
political beliefs. 

—Building sound personality 
trai social and com- 
munis skills, and healthy 
attifudes~ in preparation for 
adulthood and _ possible 
marriage and family life, 

—Acquiring a set of values 
along with growing self- 
understanding. 


The goal is the gradual 
emergence of the late 
adolescent into an adult in- 
dependent from the family. * 

This means choosing: and 
earning new responsibilities, 
new abilities, new values and 
new freedoms. 

This young adult will be a 
“new"’ person — somewhat like 
the child he was and the family 
he came from, but also dif- 
ferent, with an individual 
potential and worth for the

Governor James R. Thomp- 
son said Wednesday he will do 
whatever is necessary to bring 
his 1978-79 fiscal year budget 
back into balance after “excess 
spending measures totaling 
about $1,390,000,000 were added 
by the General Assembly.” 

He also said he will veto a tax 
rebate proposal ‘because 
there's no money for it.” 

“The legislature,” the 
governor said, “goaded by a 
state comptroller who would 
spend this state either into 
bankruptcy or a tax increase, 
has run wild with proposed 
spending far beyond what we 
can afford,’ 

Comptroller Michael Bakalis 
is the Democratic governor 
nominee running against 
Republican Thompson Nov. 7. 


“Tt would require increases in 
the income tax, the sales tax 
and a major increase in the 
gasoline tax to support the 
spending plans of this General 
Assembly,” Thompson said. 

“I am going to trim those 
spending plans down to what we 
can afford, without any tax 
increase.”

_ Automation Agency (AFDAA) 
headquartered at Gunter Ai 
_ Force Station, Ala. 

As part of an Air. Force 
‘decision to realign department 
"headquarters and reduce. staff 

in the national capital region, 
the Air Force will inactivate 
Headquarters, Air Force Data 
Automation Agency and realign 
| ils units under AFCS. 

This realignment is expected 
to” provide AFCS a unique 
capability to support worldwide 
automated data processing 
(ADP) activities for the Air 
Force. 

AFCS also has the task of 
\providing responsive ADP 
support for other governmental 
agencies as directed by the Air 
Force chief of staff and as 
specified in separate 
agreements authorized by the 
AFCS commander. 

This realignment is in 
keeping with the Air Force's 
policy of enhancing centralized 
management of computer 
resources, reducing costs and 
keeping overhead expenses 
down by grouping similar 
operations and systems. 

AFCS at Scott Air Force Base 
is a major air command with a 
worldwide mission of providing 
communications and air traffic 
control support for.all Air Force 


organizations. 

With the addition of over 2,100 
personnel as a result of the 
realignment, AFCS currently 
has more than 49,500 assigned 
military and civilian personnel 
stationed at over 450 locations 
around the world. 

AFDAA has had respon- 
sibility for centralized ADP 
functions, including acquisition, 
systems development, and 
computer evaluation. 

In addition to the 
headquarters at Gunter AFS, 
other AFDAA units are the 
Phase Iv Program 
Management Office (PMO), the 
Data Systems Evaluation Office 
(DSEO) and the Air Force Daya 
Systems Design Center 
(DSDC). The latter unit has 
detachments at Holloman AFB, 
N.M.; RAF Lakenheath, 
England; and Yokota AB, 
Japan 

Other AFDAA units are the 
Air Force Data Services Center 
(AFDSC) in the Pentagon, the 
Federal Computer Per- 
formance Evaluation and 
Simulation Center (FEDSIM) 
and the Air 
Force Computer Acquisition 
Office (AFCAO) at Hanscom 
AFB, Mass 

About 2,100 manpower 
positions in these units will be 
realigned by the command 
change, but no AFDAA man- 
power positions will be 
relocated from any of the sites 
involved.

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Drug interactions a threat to patients 


Miss Lucille C. Dutro, 
executive vice-president of the 
Central Mlinois Chapter of the 
Arthritis Foundation, em- 
phasized this week that drug 
interactions are a relatively 
new medical problem that is 
rapidly becoming a major and 
serious one. 

The dangerous. consequences 


of taking drugs that don’t mix, 
can be avoided only if everyone 
involved — doctors and patients 
alike — become aware of how 
drugs affect one another in the 
complex environment of the 
body, she said 

A number of drugs can cause 
problems when taken together 
for arthritis and other con- 


ditions. Included are aspirin, 
the newer antiinflammatory 
medications, and anticoagulant 
and antidiabetic agents, it was 
explained. 

As background, she said, ‘the 
following tells what can happen 
inside the body.

attaches itself in the blood to 
protein molecules, such as 
serum albumin. The portion of 
the drug “bound” in-this way 
becomes inactive. 

But then while the active 
portion of the drug is being used 
up or eliminated, the bound 
portion is gradually released 
from the protein. 

It, too, then becomes active, 
fulfilling the purpose for which 
it was prescribed. This 
releasing process may take 
place in a matter of hours or 
days, but sometimes even 
months. 

Binding, which. controls the 
amount of drug available to the 
body at any time, is carefully 
taken into account when proper 
dosage levels of drugs are 
established by the manufac- 
turer after testing. 

There's no problem until a 
patient takes a second drug that 
also binds to protein. 

The number of protein 
molecules in the blood to which 
drugs can bind is alimited. 
Moreover, some have greater 
“affinity” — ije., they bind 
more strongly — than others 

So, when the patient takes two 
different drugs, both of which 
bind to protein, the one with the. 
greater affinity will use up the 
protein available for binding, 
thus displacing the one with 
lower affinity. The latter then 
becomes present in free form in 
the blood in larger amounts 
than intended 

In the case of certain drugs, 
notably the ai labetics and 
anticoagulants, this can have 
serious consequences. 

Patients who have too much 
of an antidiabetic agent may go 
into shock because blood sugar 
levels drop too low. Patients 
who have excessively high 
levels of anticoagulants in the 
blood = ma: suffer from 
hemorrhagés. 

The problem of displacement 
is a general one, but Miss Dutro 
stressed the interactions that 
may occur in patients on an- 
tiarthritis medication. 


‘Aspirin, a major therapeutic 


agent for arthritis victims, and 
the newer non-steroidal an- 
tiinflammatories, displace 
anticoagulants and antidiabetic 
agents from their protein 
binding places. 

There also is another process 
that results in difficulties. 
Sometimes one drug leads 
another to be eliminated by the 
kidneys rapidly, causing the 
patient to have a lower blood 
level of the drug than had been 
anticipated. - 

This obviously: poses a 
problem, and can be a reason 
for not prescribing aspirin 
together with some of the newer 
antiarthritis medications. 

A special problem might 
occur in the use of gold (a 
metal), and the experimental 
antiarthritis agent called 
penicillamine. The latter 
removes metals from the body 
including gold. Special 
precautions may have to be 
taken when switching a patient 
from gold to penicillamine. 

Additive effects and additive 
side-effects of drugs can also 
cause problems. Among well- 
known unfortunate drug 
combinations are tranquilizers 
and sleeping pills. 

In particular, the arthritis 
patient must be concerned with 
the combination of large doses 
of aspirin — a central nervous 
system depressant and 
alcohol, which has the same 
effect. Combining the two may’ 
impair a patient's responses, 

Furthermore, aspirin and 
alcohol both irritate the 
stomach, and their concomitant 
use. may increase gastric 
irritation] 

Miss Dutro said she believes 
that drug interactions are ‘a 
price we have to pay for more 
effective drugs,” and-that with 
reasonable care most adverse 
drug reactions can be avoided. 

‘The Foundation is urging that 
patients be cautious with self- 
medication, and tell their 
doctors of any and all 
medication — including over- 
the-counter drugs — they are 
taking. It may even be helpful to 
bring the drug to the doctor's 
office. 

Better still, the patient should 
ask the doctor if it is all right 
before taking an additional drug 
the first time. For additional

Committee for POW-MIAs 
plans first-anniversary events 
tomorrow and Saturday. 

A spokesman reported many 
Americans are voicing a 
“desire to have our men in 
Southeast Asia accounted for. 

“The United States govern- 
ment is now spending $5 million 
of taxpayers’ money on ten 
thousand tons of rice to be 
shipped to Laos to feed the 
Communists holding 547 of our 
missing servicemen, journalists 
and missionaries. 

“This is despite the fact we 
have a trade embargo and 
despite President Carter's 
promise of no trade with 
Southeast Asia until we receive 
an accounting. In the fall, ten 
thousand tons of wheat were 
shipped to Vietnam, and now 
rice to Laos. When do we get our 
men in return? 

“The government — will

John Maeras and Captain John 
Cooper told the judge they 
would take the Fifth Amend- 
ment rather than testify in the 
federal trial of three former 
Madison policemen accused of 
taking bribes from houses of 
prostitution, 

Their names came up 
repeatedly in testimony and ina 
federal grand jury transcript. 
portions of which were read in 
the trial. 

Maeras did not seek 
reelection. Our reporters 
dealing with county crime 
report he is seldom available in 
the Courthouse. 

For years, public’ pronoun- 
cements from the department 
have come from an information 
officer, not from Maeras. Law 
enforcement in Madison County 
certainly won't be diminished if 
he departs. 

A sheriff who takes the Fifth 
Amendment is not a man to 
inspire confidence in law en- 
forcement. 

He should have resigned at 
the same time he informed the 
federal judge he would not 
testify under the protection of 
the Fifth Amendment 

How can he in good con- 
science pursue criminals and 
press charges when he himself 
takes the Fifth? 

He lacked the grace to do it 
then. 

He should do it now, so the 
county can get about the 
business of restoring the 
reputation of its law en- 
forcement arm. 

Captain John Cooper took the 
Fifth too. He should resign too. 
Same reason. 

The statute states that when 
vacancies occur in county 
elective offices, the chairman of 
the County Board shall appoint 
a successor of the same party, 
with the advice and consent of 
the County Board.

Right to life 
emphasized 


To the Editor: 

At the closing of the sixth 
annual National Right to Life 
convention early this week in St. 
Louis, Dr. Carolyn F. Gerster, 
president of the National Right 
to Life Committee, announced 
the offer of a reward of $5,000 
for information leading to the 
arrest and conviction of persons 
responsible for the burining or 
destruction of ‘‘abortion 


_ chambers.” 


“The National Right to Life 
Committee,” she said, ‘‘con- 
demns all forms of violence and 
recognizes the most serious 
violence as being the an- 
nihilation of human life wrought 
through abortion itself. The 
National Right to Life Com- 
mittee does not condone 
destruction perpetrated 
because of this tragic and 
inhumane surgery.” 

Over 2,000 pro-life advocates 
pledged their rededication to 
life at the convention of the 11- 
million-member NRLC, the 
nationwide ‘‘umbrella’’ 
organization for the burgeoning 
movement to fight abortion with 
a human life amendment to the 
U.S. Constitution. 

Framed by the soaring 
Gateway Arch, convention 
participants overflowed from 
the crowded rotunda onto the 
plaza of the historic Old Court 
House, scene of the Dred Scott 
decision of a century ago that 
played a key role in deter- 
mining the humanity of black 
slaves. 

There they recited a “pledge 
for life,” later adopted as a 
convention resolution. 

“We come together today . . . 
to reaffirm the dignity‘of every 
human life and to call America 
back from the destruction of her 
children,” they pledged in 
unison. 

Recalling -the 1973 U.S. 
Supreme Court ruling that 
legalized abortion, the con- 
ventioners committed them- 
selves to “protest a court that 
declares a person is not a

Besides being one of the 
intellectual and literary giants of 
our age, Alexander Solzhenitsyn 
has become a towering world 
figure in the violent ‘and 
tormented history of the 20th 
century. This is so because he 
has single-handedly become the 
chief antagonist and one of the 
truly effective forces against 
communism the most 
sweeping political, economic 
and military movement of all 
time. 

The harsh refinement of Mr. 
Solzhenitsyn’s personal genius in 
Soviet prisons has provided a 
powerful antidote against the 
Communist poison that emerged 
in Russia from the ruins of World 
War I and subsequently spread 
over much of Europe, Asia and 
now into Africa. 

Whereas the West has 
unsuccessfully relied on military 
defense to halt the march of 
communism, as our tragic 
experience in Vietnam reminds 
us, Mr. Solznhenitsyn has 
mounted a damaging offense in 
the realm of ideas where the 
Communists are most 
vulnerable. He has a precise 
range and bearing on the 
fraudulent, seductive doctrine of 
communism and his broadsides 
have had telling effect. He is 
given most of the credit for 
turning the world's intellectuals 
from their traditional 
infatuation with Marxism. He is 


said to be primarily responsible 
for the important role 
intellectuals have played in 
preventing Eurocommunists 
from seizing power in France, 
Italy and Portugal. Mr. 
Solzhenitsyn is a one-man NATO 
force on the ramparts of 
ideology. 

His exposure of Communist 
tyranny and terror has been 
eloquently expounded in 
monumental works that Have 
shaken the earth’s intellectuals 
as perhaps nothing else since 
Karl Marx himself. “‘One Day in 
the Life of Ivan Denisovich;” 
“Cancer Ward;”’ ‘‘First Circle;”’ 
“August, 1914;"’ and “Gulag 
Archipelago’’ brought 
Alexander Solshenitsyn a Nobel 
award and world fame; his 
devastating dissent also brought 
arrest and deportation in 1974 
because: (1) Soviet authorities 
dared not tolerate so great an 
enemy of their repressive 
system, and (2) they dared not 
execute or imprison him for fear 
of worldwide rebuke — it was too 
late, his ideas had escaped 
Soviet bounds and were already 
loose abroad. 

It is to the glory and 
enrichment of the United States 
of America that such a man has 
found refuge here, in rural 
Vermont, and a measure of 
secluded peace. For, it would 
appear that we have more than a 
great sage in our midst; we may 
have a prophet as well. History 
advises that true prophets are 
exceedingly rare, being given to 


mankind most infrequently over 
the centuries. We ignore at our 
peril the warnings of anyone 
even suspected -of being a 
prophet. Certainly Mr. 
Solzehnitsyn should command 
the nation’s attention because, 
while he speaks to us as a 
concerned friend, he brings a 
brilliant outsider’s objective 
viewpoint. 

Future’ historians may well 
observe that Alexander 
Solzhenitsyn’s address at the 
Harvard University 
commencement on June 8 was 
one of those prescient 
perspectives that illuminate a 
whole. generation. In a rare 
public appearance, his first in 
three years, the exiled Russian 
author focused his attention 
away from the Soviet Union and 
onto the United States and the 
Western world. In going far 
beyond his -anti-Communist 
struggle to analyze the problems 
and weaknesses that endanger 
Americans and free men 
everywhere, Mr. Solzhenitsyn’s 
expanded dimension seemed to 
give him the powerful aura of 
ancient prophets and patriarchs. 

Indeed, at Harvard the 
bearded, imposing Solzhenitsyn 
recalled Jeremiah, the Old 
Testament prophet of 25 
cénturies ago, who warned a 
careless and fun-loving people of 
national ruin’ unless they 
returned to the faith and 
strength of their fathers. 
Prophets have a way of giving 
special pain to the ages they 
endow. * 

Like the prophets before him, 
Mr. Solzhenitsyn's observations 
about us and his unpleasant 
conclusions have _ excited 
controversy and criticism, His 
words seem to have far-reaching 
meaning for this country at this 
time, even though we do not 
concur completely with all of 
Mr. Solzhenitsyn's premises. 

The presentation of ideas so 
wide-ranging and 
comprehensive challenges 
dissection of their most 
important parts. Nevertheless, 
we believe it helpful to draw 
attention to certain key 
passages. 

After making some arresting 
observations about life in both 
the United States and the Soviet 
Union, Mr. Solzhenitsyn 
concludes that the Western 
world has lost its character and 
courage. ‘'Should one point out 
that from ancient times, decline 
in courage has been considered 
the beginning of the end?’ he 
asks. 

He warns us about our 
obsession with personal welfare 
(and public welfare) and 
personal well-being — money 
and material possessions. 
Therefore, ‘‘why and for what,” 
he asks, ‘‘should one risk one’s 
precious life in defense of 
common values and particularly 
in such nebulous cases when the 
security of one’s nation must be 
defended in a distant 
country ?'” 

From this generality he goes 
to the particular and cites 
America’s ‘most cruel mistake 

a failure to understand the 
Vietnam War. The American 
intelligentsia lost its nerve..... 
Your shortsighted politicians 
who signed the hasty Vietnam 
capitulation seemingly gave 
America a carefree breathing 
pause; however, a hundredfold 
Vietnams now loom over you.” 

Even more discomfiting: ‘‘But 


members of the U.S. anti-war 
movement wound up being 
involved in the betrayal of Far 
Eastern nations, in a genocide 
and in the suffering today 
imposed on 30 millon people 
there. Do those convinced 
pacifists hear the moans coming 
from there? Do they understand 
their responsibility today? Or, 
do they prefer not to hear?” 

And more about the need for 
courage: ‘‘ ... No weapons, no 
matter how powerful, can help 
the West until it overcomes its 
loss of willpower. In a state of 
psychological weakness, 
weapons become a burden for 
the capitulating side. To defend 
oneself, one must also be ready 
to die; there is little such 
readiness in a society raised in 
the cult of material well-being. 
Nothing is left then but 
concessions, attempts to gain 
time and betrayal ..."" 

Like Jeremiah, Alexander 
Salzhenitsyn is shocked and 
bereaved by the immorality he 
observes all around him in our 
society: “... In the West; total 
liberation occurred from the 
moral heritage of Christian 
centuries with their great 
reserves of mercy and sacrifice 
... All the glorified technological 
achievements of progress, 
including the conquest of outer 
space, do not redeem the 20th 
century's moral poverty, which 
no one could imagine even as 
late as in the 19th century ... 

“Humanism without its 
Christian heritage cannot resist 
(Marxist) competition. 
Liberalism was inevitably 
displaced by radicalism, 
radicalism had to surrender to 
socialism and socialism ‘could 
never resist communism ... 

“We have lost the concept of a 
Supreme Complete Entity which 
used to restrain our passions and 
our irresponsibility. We have 
placed too much hope in political 
and social reforms, only to find 
out that we were being deprived 
of our most precious possession:_ 
our spiritual life.’’ Ce 

Mr.<Solzhenitsyn draws ai 
awesome conclusion: 

“Even if we are spared 
destruction by war, our lives will 
have to change if we want to 
save life from self-destruction, If 
the world has not come to its end, 
it has approached a major turn 
in history, equal in importance 
to the turn from the Middle Ages 
to the Renaissance ... we shall 
have to rise to a new height of 
vision, to a new level of life 
where our physical nature will 
not be cursed as in the Middle 
Ages, but, even more 
importantly, our spiritual being 
will not be trampled upon as-in 
the Modern Era. 

“This ascension will be similar 
to climbing onto the next 
anthropologic stage. No one on 
earth has any other way left but 
upward.” 

Thus, just as Jeremiah turned 
from his somber warnings and 
spoke of a forgiving God to bring 
the scattered Israelites back to 
their homeland, so Mr. 
Solzhenitsyn, after his 
chastisements, leaves us with 
the vision, and the possibility, of 
a new heaven and a new earth.’ 
Prophets would not warn, for 
there would be no purpose in 
doing so, unless they could see 
that redemption and salvation 
await nations, as well. as 
individuals, that are willing to 
reform and sacrifice. _ 


ideal of respect for every 
human life (and) 
together restore respect for all 
human life.” 

They pledged to “act when 
life is threatened by war; when 
life is threatened by hunger and 
disease; and when life is 
threatened by poverty and by 
violence.” ~

Just as ‘‘no nation can survive 
half slave and half free,” no 
nation can survive “whose very 
foundations are stained by the’ 
blood of its children,” she 
stated. 

Speakers included Rep. 
Henry J. Hyde, sponsor of a 
pending Congressional 
amendment to limit abortions, 
and Dr. Harold Voth, author. 

Hyde' said pro-abortionists 
have—‘simplistic solutions to a 
complicated problem. They

encourage the poor to get rid of 
their children, surrendering toa 
pervasive pessimism. That 
God's. gift of life shall not be 
taken from the’ est human 
being, we here tonight dedicate 
the whole of our lives...” 
Restating its objectives for 
protection of human life from 
conception to natural death, the 
delegates resolved that non- 
violence would continue to 
characterize all NRLC actions.

If there is any 
impropriety or any appearance 
of impropriety which would in 
any way reflect upon the bench 
or possible performance of 
judicial duties, then the con- 
tribution is promptly refunded. 

“All contributions to the Cohn 
for Judge Committee must be 
beyond reproach. This is in 
aceord with Rule 61 of the 
Standards of Judicial Conduct. 

“Tt would appear that ac- 
ceptance of contributions from 
attorneys or litigants who are 
practicing before Associate 
Judge Johnson or others, who 
are likely to have matters 
submitted to him for judgment, 
violates Rule 61, subsection,22, 
Standards of Judicial Conduct, 
Supreme Court Rules. 

“It is mot a defense that 
Johnson does not bother to look 
at his financial statements or 
that he doesn't want to know 
who the contributors are. 

‘The contributions from 
attorneys as itemized in this 
Schedule A are not small 
contributions which could be 
characterized as occasional 
licket sales, since as it is 
pointed out in the article that 
the total reported is over $900.

Solar power for new 
building at state fair 


Senator Charles H. Percy (R- 
Ill), Senator Adlai E. 
Stevenson (D-Il].) and 
Congressman Paul Findley (D- 
Ill.) this week announced the 
award of a $600,000 grant from 
the U.S. Department of Energy 
to the Illinois Capital 

' Development Board for in- 
stallation of solar heating and 
cooling equipment at the Illinois 
Department of Agriculture 
Building at the State 
Fairgrounds in Springfield. 

The $1.2 million solar power 
system will be one of the largest 
in the Midwest, providing 22 
percent of the air-conditioning, 
43 percent of the space heating 
and 70 percent of the domestic 
hot water needs in the 150,000- 
square-foot building. 

The solar project will be 
financed with equal portions of 
federal and state funds. The 
Capital Development Board 
‘applied Tor the federal funds in 
January 1978, in cooperation 
with the Illinois Department of 
Agriculture. Application was 
made to the U.S, Department of 
Energy through the National 
Program for Solar Heating and 
Cooling of Buildings. 

Construction of __ the 
Agriculture Building is 
scheduled to begin late this 
summer and be completed by 
the late spring of 1980. 

‘The building will be located at 
the southwest corner of the 
Fairgrounds near the main 
entrance at Sangamon Avenue 
and Eighth Street. 

The triangular shaped,a two- 
level, steel frame facility will be 
built into a hill which overlooks 
“Happy Hollow,” a carnival 
area that operates during the 
state fair each August. 

The Capital Development 
Board designed the facility with 
solar power after thorough 
analysis indicated that such a 
design would be the most 
economical. Mare than 10,000 
square feet of solar collector 
panels will be installed on the 
roof of the building. 

‘These panels, all facing in a 
southerly direction, will collect 
heat from the gun's rays and 
transmit it to water storage 
tanks for heating purposes, and 
to an absorption water chiller 
for cooling.

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Ticks spread 
severe disease

Illinois Department of 
Public Health 

Ticks seem to be very 
numerous again this summer. 

In addition to being an an- 
noyance, ticks can be carriers 
of Rocky. Mountain Spotted 
Fever. More than 30 cases of 
this disease occurred in Illinois 
last year. 

During 1976, just seven cases 
were reported in the state, and 
14 cases occurred in each of the 
three previous years (1973, 1974 
and 1975). 

Since 1970, the yearly number 
of cases in the United States has 
been consistenly increasing. 
The national yearly total rose. 
from 380 in 1970 to 1,137 in 1977. 

Rocky Mountain Spotted 
Fever is a severe disease that is 
transmitted to humans by a tick 
which has bitten an infected 
wild animal such as a jack 
rabbit, snowshoe rabbit, 
meadow mouse, pack rat or 
squirrel 

Symptoms, which usually 
develop three to 10 days after 
the bite of an infected tick, 
include fever, muscle ache and 
nausea. 

Victims usually develop a 
rash on hands, feet, arms and 
legs about three days after the 
first symptoms begin. 

Prompt medical attention is 
essential, and it is important 
that the patient tell the 
physician about any recent tick 
bites. 

As with all health problems, 
prevention is the best idea. And 
the surest prevention of course, 
is to slay away from places that 
might be infested with ticks 

But, for those who plan to 
spend time this summer 
camping, fishing or ‘hiking in 
the woods, the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Public Health has some 
tips on how to lessen the risk of 

‘ contracting Rocky Mountain 
Spotted Fever. 

‘Tf you are spending time in an 
area that might be tick-infested, 
wear tight clothing with long 
sleeves and trousers. Wear high 
boots, leggings or socks — and 
wear them outside your trouser 
legs. Also, don’t forget to wear a 
head covering. 

Another precaution is the 
liberal use of tick repellents. 
Any of the commonly available 
insect repellents which contain 
either diethyltoluamide or 
dimethylphthalate are effective 
against ticks. 

_ You may not be able to 
pronounce these chemicals, but 
you will probably recognize 
them if you read the label. 

But remember that repellents 
should be used in addition to — 
not instead of — protective 
clothing. 

When in a tick-infested area, 
check your body and clothing 
several times each day for the 
presence of ticks. Children 
should be examined every three 
to four hours, especially around 
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the scalp and back of the neck. 

Ticks seldom attach im- 
mediately, and rarely transfer 
infection until they have fed for 
several hours, 

If you find a tick, remove it 
witha pair of tweezers or with a 
piece of paper held between 
your fingers. Either of these 
methods of removal is 
preferable to using a lighted 
cigarette or a hot match 

Do not squash the tick. If it is 
infected, this could spread the 
disease. The best way to dispose 
of a tick is to flush it down the 
toilet or burn it in the campfire. 

After handling:a tick, wash 
your hands thoroughly with 
Soap and water. The wound 
itself should be cleansed with 
abundant amounts of soap and 
water. 

Any of the common skin 
antiseptic solutions should then 
be applied to the tick wound. 

Treat all tick bites this way, 
as there is no way to distinguish 
the bite of an infected tick from 
the bite of a non-infected one.

Many may be missing out on 
supplemental security income 


There could be many people 
in this area who are missing out, 
on much-needed cash income 
because they dan’t know about 
the Supplemental Security 
Income program, John Nathan, 
Social Security district 
manager in East St, Louis, said 
today. 

SSI, administered by Social 
Security, makes monthly cash 
payments to people in financial 
need who are aged 65 or over, or 
blind, or disabled. 

It makes no difference how 
old or young a person is to 
receive SSI payments because 
of blindness or disability, 
Nathan continued. 

‘A person does not have to be 
destitute to receive SSI. An 
otherwise eligible person can 
own some property, have some 
other income and still receive 
payments, But there are limits 
to the amount of income and 
what can be owned, Nathan 
emphasized. 

A person can have ‘assets, 
what he or she owns, that count 
up to $2,250 for a couple, and 
still be eligible for SSI. 

Not everything counts. The 
house the person lives in does 
not count as an asset, nor does 
an older car. 

Personal effects do not count. 
What does count are items of 
value — bank or savings ac- 
counts, cash, jewelry, other real 
estate, antiques, large in- 
surance policies (over $1,500) 
and similar items.

Study in state may help 
diabetics avoid blindness 


The University of Illinois at 
the Medical Center, Chicago, is 
one of 22 research centers that 
will participate in a new 
nationwide clinical trial on 
early treatment of diabetic 
retinopathy, .a common eye 
complication of diabetes and a 
leading cause of blindness in the 
United States. 

‘The study will examine use of 
laser and drug therapy for 
treating patients with this eye 
condition. 

Principal investigator for the 
project at the University of 
Illinois Medical Center campus 
is Felipe U. Huamonte, M.D., 
associate professor of clinical 
ophthalmology. Co-investig- 
ators are Morton F. Goldberg, 
M_D., professor and head of the 
Department of Ophthalmology, 
and Gholam A. Peyman, M.D., 
professor of ophthalmology 

Diabetic retinopathy is an eye 
disroder that causes harmful 
changes in the blood vessels of 
the retina, the light-sensitive 
tissue layer that lies at the back 

wall of the eye. 

The blood vessels may 
become plugged, leak fluid or, 
in a latter stage, grow ab- 
normally, which is called 
proliferative retinopathy. 

Visual impairment ean result 
when the abnormal blood 
vessels break and bleed into the 
vitreous body, the clear gel that 
fills the eye. 

In severe cases, scar tissue 
also may form, cause the retina 
to become delached from un- 
derlying tissue layers, and 
result in blindness. 

According to Dr, Huamonte, 
diabetic retinopathy is the 
second leading cause of blind- 
ness in the United States. 

“There are six million 
known diabetics in this 
country and about another 
four million with undiagnosed 
diabetes."" he reports. 

“In general, persons who 
have had diabetes for 15 years 
will have a 50 percent risk of 
developing the retinopathy 
and those who have had the 
disease for more than 25 
years will have a 90 percent 
chance.” 

An earlier nationwide 
diabetic retinopathy study, also 
supported by the National Eye 
Institute and started about 1972, 
demonstrated that 
photocoagulation (laser 
treatment) can reduce the risk 
of blindness in patients whe are 
in the proliferative stage 
(growth of abnormal blood 
vessels) of the disease 

Photocoagulation uses light 
rays that are directed into the 
eye and focused in the retina (1d 
seal off abnormal retinal blood 
vessels that are very fragile. 

The- treatment eliminates 
current or future sites of 
bleeding. 

This earlier study “has shown 
that non-treated eyes have 
about a three. times greater 
chance than“treated eyes of 
developing severe loss of vision 
within two years,” said Dr. 
Huamonte. 

However, some patients 
became blind despite the laser 
treatment, and in others, 
harmful side effects of the 
treatment were noted — such as 
blurring of vision and 
narrowing of side vision. 

The new study will seek to 
determine whether treatment 
at an earlier stage of 
retinopathy may be of greater 
value in reducing the risk of 
blindness and, if so, whether 
this benefit outweighs the risk 
of side effects. 

In addition, investigators in 
the new study hope to discover 
whether laser treatment is 
effective against macular 
edema, an abnormal ‘ac-

curhulation of fluid in the retina 
due to leaky blood-vessels. 

Macular edema frequently 
accompanies diabetic 
retinopathy and causes blurred 
central vision. 

A third objective of the study 
will be to determine whether 
aspirin, alone or in combination 
with another drug, may be 
useful in treating diabetic 
retinopathy. 

In diabetics, blood platelets 
have an increased tendency to 
clump. This tendency may 
affect the flow of blood through 
small vessels, such as thase in 
the retina, and contribute to the 
development of retinopathy 

Because of aspirin interferes 


with the clumping of blood 
platelets, it may be an effective 
agent to prevent blockage of the 
retinal blood vessels in diabetic 
retinopathy. 

Patient enrollment in the new 
study will begin following a 
planning stage of about one 
year. Dr. Huamonte estimates 
that 250 diabetic retinopathy 
patients with early stages of the 
disease will be recruited for this 
new study at the Medical Center 
campus 

Each patient will be followed 
for about five years to provide 
investigators with long-term 
information on risks and 
benefits of both laser and drug 
therapy treatments.

Full-time students seeking 
summer jobs may not need to 
have federal income tax 
withheld from their wages, 
according to Ira S. Loeb, 
district director of Internal 
Revenue. 

“Those students who had no 
income tax liability in 1977 and 
do not expect to have any for 
1978 qualify for exemption from 
withholding of federal income 
tax from their wages. 

“However, Social Security 
tax will be withheld -if the

Loeb added that students may 
claim exemption from 
withholding by completing 
Form W- (Rev., May 1977), 
Employee's Withholding 
Allowance Certificate, and 
entering the word “exempt” in 
the space provided on Line 3. 

Forms W-4, available from 
employers, must be completed 
and returned to them or to their 
payroll office

Governor outlines 
Lake Park progress 


The Illinois Department of 
Conservation has acquired a 
total of 2,074 acres of land at a 
cost of approximately $3.5 
million and has plans to acquire 
more land at a cost of about $1 
million in the development of 
Horseshoe Lake Park, Gov. 
James R. Thompson said last 
week, 

In addition, the governor said, 
the Conservation Department 
has cleared state-owned land 
and constructed site facilities at 
a cost of approximately 
$500,000, making portions of the 
east shore and Walker's Island 
available to public use. 

Progress made by the state in 
development of the Lake Park 
project were outlined by the 
governor ina letter to Edwin F. 
J. Reiske, president of the Tri- 
City Trades and Labor Council, 
in response to an inquiry by 
Reiske concerning the potential 
labor and employment factors 
in the park project. 

Gov. Thompson told Reiske 
that he had discussed the 
matter with Dr. David Kenney, 
director of the Conservation 
Department, 

The governor's letter said 

“Dr. Kenney informs me thai 
we have accomplished the 
following regarding the Hor- 
seshoe Lake project: 

“1. Acquired 2,074 acres (for 
approximately 3% million 
dollars) 

Cleared state-owned lands 
and constructed site facilities 
(for approximately a half 
million dollars) to make por- 
tions of the east shore and 
Walker's Island available for 
public use. 

“3. Hired a site superin- 
tendent and initiated coor 
dination to obtain 12 CETA 
employees through my Office of 
Manpower and Human 
Development at Edwardsville. 

“4. Prepared an interim 


development plan to guide 
projected acquisition and 
development (estimated at an 
additional million dollars) 
during the. next several years 
and to accomplish the following 
recreational programs:

Multiflora rose control 


By RON CORNWELL. 
County Farm Adviser 

Multiflora rose is a perennial 
shrub that reproduces by seed 
and sometimes by rooting at the 
cane tips when they touch the 
ground. 

‘At one time, multiflora was 
planted for wildlife cover in 
many areas. What started out 
as a beneficial plant in one 
situation has become a real 


problem for most farmers. 

Multiflora rose seed is spread 
easily by birds. 

The plant is very hardy and, 
once established, is hard to 
control. It is a real problem in 
pastures where it has become 
established. 

The herbicide to use in con- 
trolling multiflora rose depends 
on the site. 

In pastures, 2,4-D plus 2,4,5-T 


(brush kiiler) can be used! 
unless there is a waterway, In 
that case, 2,4D plus. Silvex 
should be used. 

Tordon, Krenite or Roundup 
can be used on land not planted ° 
in row crops. Tordon can be 
applied as a foliar treatment or 
as basal granules, 

Tordon 10K is not cleared ‘for 
use in Illinois, The other 
materials are used as a foliar 
treatment.
